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Conference  fills  First  Church,  Jackson

First  Church,  Jackson,  played  host  to  the 
Extraordinary  Women  Conference  on 
October  12-13.  The  conference,  a  ministry 
of  die  Extraordinary  Women  Association  in 
Forest,  Va.,  brought  thousands  of  women 
together  for  a  weekend  of  music,  inspira¬ 
tion,  and  encouragement. 

The  event  was  a  collaboration  between 
Extraordinary  Women  and  Mississippi 
Woman's  Missionary  Union  (wMu). 
According  to  wMu  consultant  Kathy 
Bums,  "When  we  discovered  the  EWomen 
conference  event  was  the  same  weekend  as 
our  State  Women's  Retreat,  we  decided  to 
collaborate.  We  didn't  want  the  women  of 
Mississippi  to  have  to  make  a  choice,  so  we 
were  able  to  have  an  exhibit  at  the  confer¬ 
ence,  and  had  space  in  the  printed  pro- 

fram.  It  was  a  great  Kingdom  event.  In 
ays  ahead,  perhaps  we  can  do  more  col¬ 
laborative  events  like  this  one." 

Julie  Clinton  is  president  of  Extraordinary 
Women.  "Extraordinary  Women  Association 
is  a  women's  ministry  affiliated  with  the 
American  Association  of  Christian 
Counselors,"  Clinton  said.  "We  realized 
over  the  years  that  most  counseling  takes 
place  over  a  cup  of  coffee,  with  a  woman 
asking  another  woman,  'Can  you  help  me 
through  this  difficult  time?  So  we  started 
training  women  with  our  women's  curricu¬ 
lum  which  is  called  'Extraordinary  Women,' 
a  30-hour  course  with  which  a  participant 
can  earn  a  certificate  at  the  end  of  die  study." 

The  conference  featured  an  all-star  lineup. 
Charles  Billingsley,  formerly  of  Newsong 
who  has  a  successful  career  as  a  solo  artist, 
led  worship.  Point  of  Grace,  a  four-person 
Christian  music  group  that  has  been  award¬ 
ed  eight  Dove  Awards,  nominated  for  two 
Grammy  Awards,  and  sold  five  million 
albums,  shared  in  concert  Friday  night.

is  not  said.  Sometimes  it  is  a 
thoughtless  deed  or  file  failure 
to  carryout  a  good  deed. 
Sometimes  it  is  just  a  decision 
that  you  piay  not  understand 
or  at  least  do  not  agree  with 
and  love  seems  to  be  seriously 
damaged.  You  would  think  that 
in  the  Christian  community, 
those  of  us  who  know  file  Lord, 
love  Him,  and  want  to  do  His 
will  would  not  be  that  fragile 
but  in  fact,  we  are. 

I  think  of  Paul  and  Barnabas, 
two  great  Christian  leaders 
both  of  whom  I  have  such 
admiration  for,  when  they  had 
a  clash  of  opinions  about  strate¬ 
gy.  One  believed  that  the  mis¬ 
sionary  work  would  be 
enhanced  and  strengthened  by 
including  Mark  in  the  plans. 
The  other  fiercely  opposed,  dis¬ 
agreed,  and  wanted  Mark  left 
out.  Splat  —  they  parted  ways. 

With  that  in  mind,  a  sec¬ 
ond  bit  of  information  that 
can  be  gleaned  by  all  of  us  is 
that  generally  the  splat  is 
irreparable.  When  lovebugs 
meet  an  automobile  grill  at  55 
to  65  miles  an  hour,  Ihave  yet 
to  see  them  bounce  off  and  go 


love  is  over.  As  a  pastor  for 
decades,  one  of  the  painful 
aspects  of  ministry  has  been  to 
see  loving  relationships  crash 
never  to  be  renewed.  I  certain¬ 
ly  am  aware  that  God  can 
restore  us  and  He  can  restore 
relationships.  He  can  work 
miracles  even  after  file  splats 
in  life,  but  frankly,  those  expe¬ 
riences  of  God's  gracious 
redemptive,  restoring  work 
are  far  too  few  and  too  far 
apart.  There  is  great  joy  to  be 
seen,  experienced,  and  shared 
with  others  when  the  prodigal 
son  does  came  back  home,  and 
when  Paul  and  Barnabas  rec¬ 
ognized  the  wealth  of  worth  in 
both  of  them  and  they  got 
back  together.  When  love  is 
given  a  chance  in  our  hearts, 
our  homes,  and  our  churches 
it  a  wonderful  thing  and  far 
better  than  just  scraping  off 
the  windshield  of  life  and 
throwing  the  love  experiences 
into  the  trash  can  or  washing 
them  down  the  road. 

That  brings  me  to  a  third 
instructive  idea  that  all  of  us 
would  do  well  to  pay  attention. 
When  love  is  alive  and  well 
and  something  comes  along 
and  splat  takes  place,  there  is  a 
mess  left  behind.  That  is  about 
the  best  I  can  do  in  explainingit. 
It  is  just  a  mess.  Anyone  who

As  with  the  little  love- 
bugs  that  go  splat  on  the  front  of 
your  car,  if  you  do  nothing  about 
it  I  can  assure  you  that  the  dis¬ 
agreement  will  ruin  where  it  hits 
and  even  spread  beyond  that. 
The  moral  that  you  and  I  miss  if 
we  are  not  careful  is  that  God 
has  provided  for  us  through 
Jesus  Christ  to  be  cleaned  up 
and  to  clean  up  the  messes 
around  us.
